To the BXditor of the Herald : 


My attention has been called to an article 
in your issue of the 4th instant, reviewi 
certain recommendations in the President's 
message relative to interior linca of water 
communications, in which you cast an im- 
plied re@e_tion upon an enterprise in which 
the State of Georgia is deeply interested. 

As this question of a direct water line from 
the Mississippi to the AUantic Ocean, — 
the Biate of Georgia, has not been generally 
discussed by the press, I hope you will in- 
dulge me in a few remarks upon a stibject 
which is of very great importance to a large 
portion of the country and interest, nodoubt, 
to many of your readers. That some 
eafe, certain and cheap mode of transpor- 
tation betWeen the different sections of 
the country has become aa absolute and press 
ing necessity ia a fact very evident when we 
remember that the three geographical divis- 
ions of the Union differ widely in pursuits, 
products and climate. The west is an agri- 
cultaral region, whose staples are bulky and 
unable to bear th® charges exacted upon long 
lines of railroad. Yet these products are rot 
only needed by the other sections, bul are 
abeclutely necessary to their prosperity and 
well being. The tern and Northern 
States devote their energies principally to 
eee, Hoenn ym and commerce, while 
tebe South belongs the production of cotton, 
sugar and rice—articles of such common use 
that they are classed among the ncces- 
saries of life. That the free iunter- 
change of products so widely different 
in character, and yet so essential to our 
wants, would result in a more rapid de- 
velopment of our internal commerce and in 
mutual benefit to all is a proposition self- 
‘evident, and one that needs no demonstra- 
tion, Everybody knows that the great need 
of the West isa market for the us food 
which ehe produces in such quantities that it 
cannot be profitably disposed of, but remains 
worthless ani wasting upon the bands of the 
producer, depriving labor of half its reward, 
discouraging industry and

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The present oat'cts from the West’ to the 
sea are the Mississippi iver, the lakes and 
Erie Gana]. The needs of commerce have 
gutgrown the Erie Canal, and this fact finds 
utterance in the constant demands of the 
West for other and more commodious lines 
of water transportation. Its inadequacy is 
due in @ great measure to the fact that it is 
frozen upon an average of five months in the 
year, and that, too, at the time when the 
farmer in the West most needs it. The 
route by the way of the Missiesippi River is 
long and expensive, and farm produce is 
liabie to serious damage from the humidit 
of the semi-tropical climate thruugh which 
it passes. But there is another serious objec- 
tion to these routes which deserves consider- 
ation. They both lie beyond the limits of 
the United States, and in case of a foreign 
war would certainly be obstructed, if not 
closed, leoving to our foes the power of in- 
terrupting not only our foreign. commerce, 
but of obstructing and destroying cur inter- 
nal trade, 

These facts point to the absolute necessity 
of interior lines of water communication be- 
tween the great producing sections, if we 
would render ourselves independent in times 
of peace and give security to our internal 
commerce in times of war. Two routes pre- 
sent themselves—both feasible and both pos- 
sessing marked advantages over those already 
named. One of these routes is through Vir- 
ginia to Norfolk; the other through Georgia 
to Savannah or Brunswick. The merits of 
the Virginia line have been so ably and fully 
discussed that it needs no comment bere. To 
the Georgia line our attention is just now 
more particularly directed. This route fol- 
lows the natural channel of the Tennessce to 
Guatersville, Alabama, where a narrow neck 
of land separates the Tennessce River from 
the Coosa, Across this isthmus a canal thirty 
miles long is all that is needed to connect 
these rivers and open navigation, on the one 
hand to Mobile and the Guif of Mexico and 
Rome, Georgia. “From Ronie 


where it is fensible to connect this river with 
the Ocmm) gece and thus open an uninterrupted 
line from the Mississippi to the Atlantic. 
This route has been surveyed by ekillful 
and f able engineers, under fauthority 
of the War Department, and pro 
nounced eminently feasible. The engineer 
further reports that it will have an abundance 
of water in summer, will pever be closed by 
ies, will be shorter, cheaper and more direct 
than any existing or proposed route; that 
produce shipped overit will not be liable to 
damage from heat, humidity or other climat- 
ic causes, and that its cost will be insignifi- 
cant when compared with the grand results 
to be obtained. It will not only open anew, 
more extensive and annually increasing mar- 
ket for the surplus products of the West in 
the cotton States, but will furnish a cheaper 
route for the food supply of the Atlantic and 
New England States, especially during the 
winter months, enabling our manufacturers 
to command the home market without the 
aid of protective tariffs, and to compete, in 
time, successfully in foreign marts. It will 
build up the Eouth, enabling that section to 
produce chesp cotton, cheap sugar and cheap 
rice in quantities sufficient to meet the in- 
creasing demand. It will give to the West 
an outlet such as she has long and ardently 
desired, and will enable us once more to con- 
trol the grain market of Western Europe. It 
will be free and uninterrupted in peace and 
safe in war. For thesercasons it is unques- 
tionably national in its character. 
There is another view of this question 
which must eommend it to the hearty ap- 
proval of every one who desires that we 
should once more become a united, happy 
and prosperous people. There is no tie be- 
tween individuals or States that binds them 
so firmly together as that of mutual interest. 
Unite Norfolk and the James river with Cin- 
cinnati and the Ohio and you will make the 
interests of all that section identical. Unite 
Savannah and the rivers of Georgia and Ala- 
bama with St. Louis, the Mississippi and the 
West and you will not only create a mutual 
interest, but will knit those sections together 
in a bond so strong that foreign foes can 
never shake it, and one that internal strife 
will never disturb, because the bond is that 
of peace and good will. a

Mr. Wofford offered a substitate for the 2d 
section of the substitute.

Jn the question of the adoption of the sub- 
stitute offered by Mr. Wofford, he said that 
as the people were tenacious of their rights 
to elect their officers, he offered this substi- 
tute so as to meet this objection. : 

The object of the bill was to have the As- 
seasor elected by the people for four years, 
and ever afterward incligibie, instead of being 
appointed by the grand jury, as the substitute 
now provided. 

On the vote to adopt the substitute—yeas 
21; nays 13. Agreed to. 

On the question adopting the substitute in 
lieu of the origins! bill, as reforted by the 
Comiunitiee. 

Mr. Gillyer desired tostate his position. 
He believed in the correction of the tax laws, 
bui he thought none of the measures under 
consideration had struck the key note to the 
troubles.
